OTTAWA, Feb. 8— (CP) — The 
federal government does not intend 
to submit a special public invest- 
ment program to parliament next 


session, 

Resources Minister Winters said 
in an interview no plans have been 
made for special public works pro- 
jects that would relieve unemploy- 
ment, estimated at 323,000 Jan. 12 
last. But this did not mean that 
no such projects will be under- 
taken during the year. 

He expects to ask parliament to 
approve another reconstruction 
vote, similar to the $2,000.000 ap- 
proved at the last session. 

The money is available to all de- 
pariments to plan or initiate public 
investment projects for which no 
special vote has been provided. 
Once the project was planned or 
started the department concerned 
could go to parliament and ask for 
money to cover the cost of com- 
pleting the work. 

Mr. Winters said he does not 
know whether public investment 
projects will be a major topic of 
discussion at the general dominion- 
provincial conference called for 
this fall.

One sailor was given a death sen 
fence for murder and a marine was 
sentenced to die for desertion in 
battle. But both sentences were

One soldier was executed for 
cowardly desertion; 75 for murder

to light for the first time when the 
defence department made an analy 
sis of court martials available to the
